Old Church Records Tell of the Work
of President Wileon's Maternal
Grandfather,

The coming of Thomans Woodrow,
maternal  grandfather of President
Wilson, to Ohlo to preach, Is noted
briefly in the records of the Chilli-
cothe presbytery. At a meeting held
at Bloomingburg September 12, 1837,
“Thomas Woodrow, n member of the
Congregational Unlon of England,” re-
quested to be recelved. His case was
referred to a committee, At the next
meeting of the preshytery, held at Rip-
ley In 1838, he was aceepted and Im-
medintely received a call from the
chureh at Chillicothe, which, belng ae-
cepted, he wos Installed the first Fri
day In November of that year.

The next entry of Interest in the
history referring to Rev. Mr. Wond-
row is In the records of the preshy-
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tery held In Red Oak in 1847, to the
gffect that because of feeble health he
had resigned his pastorate with the
church at Chilllcothe and the relation
was dissolved, He dled at his home
near Columbus In April, 1877,

It was his grandfather's church and
his pld home in Carlisle, Eng, that
President Wilson visited the first Sun-
day e wns in England last December,
He was born at Paisley, Scotlund, in
1701, eduented at Glaggow university,
dld misslonary work In the Orkneys,
settled us the pastor of the Independ.
ent church of Carlisle, came to Ameri-
en In 1835, locating first ot Brovkville,
Can, It was from that place that he
went (o Chillleothe,
